PiTTgBURQ, Aug. 7.— The coftl oom- 
panyhM Jnst diacoyend » new Mrt of 
miuionary work among its emplQ^ei. 
Wivee of many of the campers are 

in the fi'.^l<l iiovv. They have been ar- 
rivinff for (several days until now there 
are about 20 of them scattered about 
through the Plam, Sandy and Tortle 
Greek eettlementa. The women are 
from the MoOonald» Carnegie and 
Wheeling division seutionB, and while 
the men are at work do missionary 
work among their wives. They have 
Eiccess to the workmen's houses, but the 
men are denied thia. • Deputies are sta- 
tioned all along the property line, with 
instructions not to allow a solitazy man 
to pass into the house range. 

The campers oluim that the effect of 
the female mission.-.ry work will bo ap- 
parent in a day so. ilany r)f tiio 
Plum Crv.'ek men are expected to join 
the movemeut after pay day, Monday. 
The striksrs say they woold be out 
now. bat that they want to get as mnch 
money as possible ahead, so as to have 
something to full back on. 

Whether (T not the strikers will be 
able to j,'et the Plum Creek men to Btop 
is becominj,' a more serious question 
than the strike leaders at first thought. 
Unlike the other digging settlements 
about all of the Plum Creek men live 
in company houses, right about the pits 
and right on the company's land. The 
workmen do,uot have to leave the Dear- 
mit property to get Into the mines, 
and the strikers get no flhaaoe to stop 
them on the road. The oepnties do not 
allow any one to get near the houses, 
and th6 workers and strikers ore entire- 
ly without communication except by the 
women. It now seems the Plum Creek 
siege will be much longer and a much 
harder battto than at any of tha othei 
mines. 

Tlie marchers continue to make gains 
as fchown by tlit; number of men at 
work in the Dearniit mines. At Sandy 
Creek only three men are at work. The 
camp is thinning out and the men are 
going to the Plum Creek camp because 
their presence is not needed at Sandy 
Creek. The oatput at Sandy C'reek is 
only two pit cars and the mine is abso- 
lutely dead. The output of the three 
mines is as follows : Plrim Creek 2!t 
cars, though the strikers say only 21 ; 
Turtle Creek one car lump, one car nut 
and one car slack, Sandy Cn ok two pit 
cars. 

The proposed campaipn atrainst the 
mine owners of Westiiiorc'.and county 
and the ojierators of Central Pennsyl- 
vania, whicli hatf been delayed, is now 
an .".ssurod fact. The strike leaders de- 
cuied on it (lertuitely at Camp C<)iif(!r- 
euce yeoterday, and a big move will 
jiri<bably Le made ne.\t Wednesday. 
The whole ah'air will bo considerably on 
the order of the famous Coxey • 'Com- 
monweal' tour. As already con-^titnted 
tlio plans propose a direct march through 
the whole territory where mines are be- 
ing operated until Clearfield county is 
reached. Camps will be left at each of 
the Dearmit mines, at Cunonsbnrg, at 
Bunola and any other place that may 
seem necessary to keep the mines closed 
which appears before the crusaders 
leave. The leaders estimate that with 
what will remiiin behind in the camps 
at least 8,000 men will be kept constant- 
ly in the^moyemeut. 

Efforts are being made to introduce 
beer and whisky at Camp Determina- 
tion by outsiders. This luis been going 
on for two or three days now, and some 
of the strikers have been taken down to 
Bast Pittsburg and filled up on nil the 
beer they could drink. The danger of 
this to the miners' cause is fully real- 
ized by the labor leaders, and a sharp 
lookout is being kept to find out who is 
responsible for the efforts to get the 
strikers into.\icated. ^^ast night a bar- 
rel of whisky was shipped to the canip 
from Braddook. It had been paid for 
at the other end and all freight charges 
had also'been settled. When the whisky 
was delivered, Captain McKay ordered 
it taken back to braddook as (juickly as 
possible. It was shipped back. The 
strikers do not know who sent it. 

Definite orders have been issued from 
Harrisburg to local officers of the na- 
tional guard of Pennsylvania to hold 
themselves in rea(lincs.s for iiuniediate 
Btrvico. This order, whicli arrived sev- 
eral days ago, is being co;iiplied with 
to the letter, and the day and night ad- 
dress of each officer, together with the 
number of the nearest telephtjiie, has 
been forwurdid to he.nliiuartcrs. How- 
ever, these ollicers have exi)r«>8sed it as 
their opinion that the miners have tx - 
haved themselves most orderly and that 
the guard is not at all necessary as yet. 

Yesterday evening 'Squire Slemmons 
rendered his decision in the riot and un- 
lawful assemblage cases.against Patrick 
Dolan and others. He holds Dolan, 
Jacob Anfhelter, Paol Trimmer and 
Edward McKAy In $800 bail each for 
the Septeml er term of court. Ball was 
entered for all. Those against Cameron 
HiUar, Wilham Warner and Edward 
Sbew w«r* dis mis<ed.

STRIKE EXTENDING. 

■•■awlia and Itew River Xlaers Resolve 

to Quit Work, 

CuAni.KsTON, W. Va., Aup. 7. — A 
joint meeting of miners was held at 
Hendley yesterday evening, composed 
of delegates representing both Kanawha 
and New river mines. The mines were 
not all represented, there being only 18 
men present at the meeting. They 
passed resolutions demanding the short 
ton weight and .")0 cents per toji for dig- 
ging, i'hey decided to quit work at 
once and remain idle till their demands 
were met. 

There is not mnch importance at- 
tached to this meeting as several meet- 
ings of this kind have recently been 
field in both the Kanawha and New 
River regions, and similar resolntions 
passed, but the men in the mines have 
persistently disregarded the resolutions 
passed at these meetings and kept on at 
work. By Monday next it will bo 
known how far the miners will respond 
to the call to qnit work.

Important Oceurrenoet Uuriug the SeMlon 
RefSerrea to Id the U""*"'* Speee h . 

London, Aug. 7. — Parliament was 

prorogued yesterday. Concerning the 

important o< onrrences during the ses- 
sion, the (jueen's speech of proro'^atiou 
says : 

"The united influenco of the six 
powers liffnatOffy to the treaty of Paris 
waa eamaitly exerted early in the year 
to dissuade thawing of Greece from 
war, upon whioh ha nnhapptly detirad 
to enter. 

"Though they failed in thi.s endeavor, 
they were able to bring about an early 
suspension of hostilities between the 
belligerents and opt n negntiatif)ns for 
toeace. A f(jrmal treaty has not yet 
be"n signed, but there is good pround 
for believing' that all of ih'' more im- 
portant matters in controvery have b 'cn 
adjusted, and that in return for an ade- 
quate indciiinity the territory conquered 
by Turkey will, witli a sliKht moiiifica- 
tion of the frontier, be ro.-tored to 
Greece." 

Anuthor paragraph of the speec-h an- 
nounces the co;iciasion of a treaty of 
commerce and friend, hip with Abys- 
sinia. 

Asresraids the new imperial poUcy 
her majesty said : 

"ihe presence of representatives of 
the colonies and the Indian empire at 
the ceremonies held in celebration of the 
tiOth year of my reign has contributed 
to strengthen the bond of union between 
uU parts of my empire, and additional 
proof of the attachmeut of the colonies 
to the mother country has been fur- 
nished by the fiscal legislation of Can- 
ada and the contribution which the 
Cape Colony, following the example of 
Australasia, has ofterad to oar naval de- 
fense." 

The speech proceeds to express sym- 
pathy with tne people of India, who 
have been stricken with famine and 
plague ; bestows high praise upon the 
Indian officials, and concludes with a 
formal acknowledgement of the legisla- 
tion enacted by parliament

The Deiuaiid For Cotton Galnlos. 

New York, Ang. 7.— R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly reyiew of trade says : 
Four yean ago, Aog. 6, 1893, the first 
number of Don's review was issued, 
with failures in that month amountiiiK 
to over $('.0,000,000, while in the month 
just closed failures have been only 
117,727, the smallest in any month since 
1893. The statement of failures by 
classes of business for July and for 4*J 
months shows that in manufacturing 
failures have been smaller than in any 
other month except one. and mi many 
branches of each df part m nt smaller 
than in most months of whidi records 
eiist. 

The pessimists who pronon?icod re- 
portBof gain fictitio-.is and i;iisr(>pre- cnt- 
ing have grown weary of their (hs.iial 
failures and begin to seo the dawn of 
better days. Last month was flic first 
for fonr years of which t'l'- voliiine i .t 
business reported by clearing: lio\i- s was 
lar>.-er than in tlie same month of 18'.!.*. 
and the t( Icgr.ipMc di.spatrhes from all 
parts of the co.'.ntry ^-ivcii this week 
show a gratifying inip.ovcment. This 
is partly due tf) a Iar;^c yic'd of wheat, 
which is brint;in;r tfood prices, thouph 
the crop is ])robat)ly not .is liu-g*", nor 
are the i>rices thus far as h;!:h, as in 
IS!!,', liut of ciitton the price is hi^li' T 
and the yield probably lar:,'i'r th m in 
that year. ( -tlier farm proiiucts are re- 
alizing ifreater pric's. aiid til." p'Ssibl" 
decrease in yield of corn may liclp to 
maikot the ejsormoui siijiplv brought 
over from la.'-t yi ar. 

Li(inidation of a powerful coinbina- 
tion in wh''.".t brought a reaction of ;{ 
cents, but a gain of 1 l-'i followed the 
next day. 

It is the wrong season to expect much 
from industries, and yet there has been 
material increase in tho nnmber of 
hands employed in the iron manufac- 
ture because of the satisfactory adjust- 
ment of wages dispute with tho Amal- 
gamated association, and the opening 
of numerous establishments whioh have 
been waiting, while the coal miners' 
6trikr>s seem each day more likely to 
end in a permanent settlement benefi* 
cial to both parties Meanwhile the de- 
mand for most finished prodncts is 
steadily increasing, the featnre this 
week being large pipe contracts for 
Rvssian oil fieldi, Snmatra and Ger- 
many. While consumption does not 
yet eiual the capacity of the works in 
operation, and prices of iron and steel 
products average slightly lower, the 
situation is altogether more hopeful. 

In ininor metals the consumption of 
tin equals the receipts, so that nrioes do 
not change, and the yisible supply is 
piactioally the same as a month ago, 
while exports of copper have been heavy 
and prevent a decline of lake below 11 
cents, and realising in lead has earned 
only a slight decline to 8.80 cents. 

The sales of wool, as comparative re- 
ttims by months show, bear little rela- 
tion to the a?taal consumption in man* 
ufactnre, but heavy liquidation since 
the new tariff bill was enacted gives the 
impression that some dealers are no 
hmger confident of a speedy advance. 
Nevertheless prices have risen during 
the past few weeks nearly 1 cent per 
pound. Manufacturers are buying but 
little, though they aro rapidly increas- 
ing the output, and are able to obtain 
an advance of about 10 per cent in 
prices of goods with rapidly increasing 
orders. 

The temporary curtailment of ORtput 
hy cotton mills continues, but does not 

yet brintr improved prices for jjroduf^ts. 
although the deniand is generally gain- 
in tf.

At noon Hurst 
received a message from N. Ashley 
Lloyd, treasurer of the Cincinnati club, 
stating that the ohief of Cincinnati po- 
lice had expressed his willingness to 
have Hurst go to the ball grounds un- 
der constabulary escort, and after um- 
piring the game return to the Four 
Courts to await the arrival of officers, 
who will take him baok to the Ohio 
metropolis.

Washin(»ton, AufT. 7. — Secretary 
Sherriian has returned to the oity from 
a brief rest of two weeks at Amagan- 
sett, L. I. He appears refreshed and 
improved by his brief rB>pif» at the 
ocean. The secretary does not antici- 
pate any important developiu'-nts in 
pending diplomatic (j iestions while the 
president is away on his vacation. 

Secretary Sherman denies the recent 
statement from San Francisco, tb.it 
Minister Sewall had instraotions to es- 
tablish a protectorate over Hawaii in 
the event the senate failed to ratify the 
annexation treaty. When asked what 
the minister's action would be if some 
overt act were committed by the Japa- 
nese, the secretary said in that event 
Minister Sewall might raise the Amer- 
ican flag if he httd special instractions 
to that effect. As to whether Mr. Sew- 
all has SQch instructions Secretary Sher- 
man did not say. 

Secretary Sherman said that the 
United States would not guarantee the 
carrying ont of the ternu of arbitration 
between Hawaii and Japan if the de- 
cision of the arbitrators were against 
the former. That was a matter between 
the countries in interest. It the treaty 
of annexation is ratified before the ar- 
bitration is concluded then the arbitra- 
tion failed, the secretary explained. Ho 
left tlie inference that the matter of 
•Japan's < luims against Haw.iii mieht 
then be a special subject of legislation 
by congres.^. 

"Mr. Secret.iry, you have scon the re- 
iterated report' that Tou intend to rc- 
sitrn," suggested the rcportiT. 

"Yes," replied Mr. Sherman, smiling- 
ly, "while nt Amagansett I was very 
mm h resigned." 

He intimated that there wa.^ as much 
ground for tho present reT)orts of his 
rc-ip;ni:iK as tlicre had been for previous 
reports to the same eflfect. 

LETT¥ir> RO"M ALASKA. 

Plenty of CSfild There. But It I« Very 
Hard tn Get. 

PouTLANi), Me., Aug. 7. — Captain 
Miles Standish of Montreal, who has 
been spending the summer in Alaska, 

has written a letter which was just re- 
ceived here. Ill this letter he says thai 
the situation on tho Klondyke is not 
very dissimilar to other gold fields. The 
yellow metal is there, he says, bet it 
does not lie around the (rronud in 
chunks waiting to be scooped up. It 
can only be secured by patient and un- 
commonly laborious placer mining, in- 
terspersed with many weary miles of 
tramping around from pocket to pocket. 

He farther says that the journey to 
the "diggings" from Juneau is an en- 
terprise likely to pall the stoutest heart. 
Beyond all this, winter is already be- 
fjinning in that region, and any ono 
who starts must stop over at Juneau 
until ne.\t May. There is not food 
enough in all Alaska to keep the people 
who are planning to go there for a 
mouth. He also says the largest part uf 
the Klondyke region is in Canada with- 
out "stretching an elastic boundary line 
an inch," and adds that the Dominion 
police will have something to say about 
Yankees coming over thar* and taking 
away all the gold. 

LAYINQ DUST W ITH OIL 

Novelt but 8uceo««ful Expertaieat of • 
Jersey Railroad. 

New York, Aug. 7.— A dispatch to 
The Herald from May's Lauding. N. 
J., says : The recent discovery of Chief 
Engineer J. H. Nichols of the Wt st 
Jersey and f^eashore railroad that crude 
oil applied to the ground along r.alrcad 
tracks woald effectually lay the dust 
has proved, after thoroogh tests, to 
work far better than was first expected. 

Both lines of the railroad leading from 
Camdeii to Atlantic City are beintr 
thoroughly saturated for a distance of 
SIX feet on both sides of tlie track. The 
oil is applied on much tlie same plan as 
streets are sprinkled with water and re- 
cently an oil train with sprinkling ap- 
paratus sprinkled more than 2ii miles of 
track, 'ihe work will bo completed in 
a few days. One sprinkling a ye.ir. at 
a cost of |8() per mile, it is claimeci, will 
lay the dust elfectually, but two appli- 
cations may have to be made. The en- 
tire Pennsylvania system, it is said, is 
to be sprinkled with oil as speedily as 
pcssibw. .
